Salem' s No. 1 Street Project 


There are, perhaps, sev eral lesso ns to 
be learned fro m the d isastro u s Metzger 
Ho tel fire and the resu ltant blo cking o f 
d o wnto wn State St. 
One is so o bv io u s it hu rts: Salem need s 
ano ther thro u gh street go ing east-west 
and paralleling State St. 
With State St. barricad ed becau se o f 
the d anger o f po ssible co llapse o f bu rned - 
o u t ho tel walls, traffic is fo rced to d eto u r 
o v er narro w Pershing St., with each inter­ 
sectio n beco ming a fu rther po int o f co n­ 
gestio n. The flo w o f cars and tru cks o n 
Pershing and Seco nd St. is at reco rd nu m­ 
bers and there will be no relief u ntil State 
St. is o pened u p, and ev ery o n« ho pes it 
will be so o n. 
Few co mmu nities the size o f Salem can 
claim the u nenv iable d istinc ió n o f hav ing 
o nly o ne east-west street that passes clear 
thro u gh the city . This was as it was in 
the ho rse-and -bu ggy era. In fact, there 
are o nly twro co mplete tho ro u ghfares go ­ 
ing no rth-so u th. 
We think its time City Co u ncil, the en- 


gineer and the Planning Co mmissio n gav « 
serio u s and immed iate tho u ght to a pro ­ 
ject reco mmend ed by May o r Dean Cran- 
mer mo re than a y ear ago that Pershing 
St. be ex tend ed bo th east and west to pro ­ 
v id e a seco nd thro u gh street. It co u ld link 
u p with So u theast Blv d . and Alt. Rt. 14 
ju st east o f the city and the Geo rgeto wn 
Rd . o r ev en the Damascu s Rd . o n the west 
sid e and it 9eems reaso nable to assu me 
that the Ohio Department o f Highway s 
wo u ld o ffer assistance in planning and en­ 
gineering and also aid in try ing to o btain 
fed eral fu nd s to help finance the impro v e­ 
ment. 
Salem need s to take a lo ng, hard lo o k 
at its street maps and chart a pro gram 
o f sy stematic gro wth that will av o id the 
present traps that are the resu lt o f little 
o r no planning in the city ’s fo rmativ e 
y ears.

Mr. McCabe, a clo se friend o f 
Sen. Go ld water, is no w research 
d irecto r fo r the Repu blican Na­ 
tio nal Co mmittee.

Cabe who , d u ring the d ay to 
d ay talks with Presid ent Eisen­ 
ho wer, d ev elo ped that ad minis­ 
tratio n’s po licy o f neu trality in 
labo r matters. 
The Eisenho wer - McCabe fo r­ 
mu la was to stay o u t o f the 
kno ck d o wn labo r-management 
stru ggles. They believ ed in co l­ 
lectiv e bargaining u nfettered by 
White Ho u se interv entio n—ev en 
d u ring the llW ay steel strike 
back in 1959. 


HOWEVER, 
Jim 
Mitchell 
whittled away at the Eisenho w­ 
er neu trality po licy so effectiv e­ 
ly that the AFL-CIO threw him 
a testimo nial banqu et at the 
Satler d u ring the final d ay s, 
and in the presence o f the 
Presid ent, labo r lead er after la­ 
bo r lead er aro se to pro claim 
Mitchell o ne o f the greatest la­ 
bo r secretaries in histo ry .

The stu d y also d etermined , to 
the “su rprise” o f the chief re­ 
searcher, Pro f. Eli 
Ginzberg, 
that if y o u ’re acad emically tal­ 
ented , the chances are go o d tha* 
y o u wo n’t beco me an o rganiza­ 
tio n man. 
Ginzberg and asso ciates base 
their co nclu sio ns o n ex tensiv e 
qu estio ning o f 342 perso ns o f 
d emo nstrated high intellectu al 
po tential who receiv ed fello w­ 
ships beween 1944 and 1950 fo r 
grad u ate o r pro fessio nal train­ 
ing at Co lu mbia. The inv estiga­ 
to rs aimed to find o u t ho w well 
this talented gro u p perfo rmed 
so me 15 y ears later. 


THEIR 
FINDINGS w e r e 
bro u ght to gether in a 265-page 
bo o k, entitled “Talent and Per­ 
fo rmance,” 
pu blished fo r tbe 


Co lu mbia Univ ersity Press and 
financed by the Carnegie Co rp. 
o f New Yo rk. The co -au tho r was 
Jo hn L. Herma, a psy cho lo fist 
and member o f the u niv ersity ’s 
Co nserv atio n 
o f Hu man 
Re­ 
so u rces pro ject. 
TTie 
stu d y d isco v ered 
that 
tho se perso ns who had attend ­ 
ed large state o r priv ate insti­ 
tu tio ns u nd er religio u s spo nso r­ 
ship o r institu tio ns that special­ 
ized 
in technical cu rricu lu m 
were mo re likely to be in the 
to p achiev ement lev el. 
Tho se who attend ed the Iv y 
Leagu e co lleges o ther than the 
50 per cent co ming fro m Co ­ 
lu mbia Co llege) o r who attend ­ 
ed o ther acad emically stro ng 
priv ate co lleges were fo u nd to 
be “significantly o v errepresent­ 
ed ” in the lo wer achiev emnt 
lev els. 
The au tho rs were at a lo ss to 
ex o lain this o r why “tho se who 
had been grad u ated with ho n­ 
o rs, had wo n med als o r prizes, 
had been elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa, were so mewhat mo re 
likely to be in the lo wer two 
achiev ement lev els than in the 
to p lev el. ” 


THEY THEORIZED, o n the 
first po int, that the stro nger 
stu d ents fro m the to p priv ate 
co lleges went d irecly into bu si­ 
ness o r entered pro fessio nal 
scho o ls at o ther u niv ersities, 
“o r Ihat tbe fello wship co mmit- 


tees at Co lu mbia gav e prefer­ 
ence to applicants who had at­ 
tend ed these prestige institu ­ 
tio ns 
and 
po ssibly 
accepted 
many with lesser po tential.” 
“Specu lating” o n the seco nd 
po int, the au tho rs said “It may 
be that many o f these ho no r 
stu d ents are no t d eeply co mmit­ 
ted to a particu lar field o r . . . 
that their ro ad interests are 
asso ciated with a lo wer o rd er 
o f creativ e po wer.” 
Tho u gh u nd ergrad u ate grad es 
are d o wngrad ed by the stu d y , 
as “ po o r criterio n” o f later 
achiev ement, o u t s t a n d i n g 
grad es in grad u ate scho o l were 
sho wn to be a chief d eterminant 
o f tho se in the higher su bse­ 
qu ent achiev ement lev els. 
Other po sitiv e 
facto rs cited 
were reso lu tio n o f o ccu patio nal 
cho ice by the ju nio r y ear in co l­ 
lege; early co mpletio n o f ed u ca­ 
tio n; qu ick start and pro gres­ 
sio n in careers; and su ccessfu l 
assu mptio n o f ad u lt respo nsibil­ 
ities, inclu d ing military serv ice, 
marriage and family fo rmatio n.

The a t t o r n e y generalship 
wo u ld go to the man who hag 
been clo sest to Sen. Go ld water, 
Deniso n Kitchell, who has been 
Bo swelled to o frequ ently fo r fu r­ 
ther intro d u ctio n here. 
As fo r the specu latio n o n the 
Demo cratic sid e, the insid ers 
hav e it that the eru d ite secre­ 
tary o f labo r, Willard Wirtz, 
wo u ld be shifted by Presid ent 
Jo hnso n to head the Department 
o f Ju stice. He is a fine law­ 
y er and wo u ld u nd o u bted ly like 
the po st.

Many a statesman In histo ry 
has lo o ked back o n his life and 
plead ed that the v o ice o f ex ­ 
perience be heed ed , ev en as 
y o u th in its enthu siasm has 
bru shed it asid e with the feel- 
ing that what is past is o f ne 
v alu e. Yet so me y o u ng men 
hav e at times ex pressed a co n- 
cept o f lead ership in the co m­ 
mu nity which has end u red lo ng 
after 
they 
themselv es 
hav e 
passed away . 
One o f the finest essay s o n 
the su bject o f lead ership was 
written by a man d estined to 
be presid ent o f the United States 
—Wo o d ro w Wilso n. At the age 
o f 34 , he d eliv ered at the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Tennessee o n Ju ne 17 , 
1890, a co mmencement ad d ress 
« » titled Lead en o f Men. It 
read In part as fo llo ws: 
“No cau se is bo rn o u t o f its 
time. Ev ery su ccessfu l refo rm 
mo v ement has had as its ef­ 
ficient cry so me principle o f 
equ ity o r mo rality alread y ac­ 
cepted well-nigh u nio ersally , bu t 
no t y et u niv ersally applied in 
the affairs o f life. Ev ery su ch 
mo v ement has been the awaken­ 
ing o f a peo ple to see a new 
field fo r o ld principles. 
“These men who sto o d 
alo ng 
at the inceptio n o f the mo v e­ 
ment and who se v o ices then 
seemed as it were the v o ices o f 
men cry ing in the wild erness, 
hav e in reality been simply the 
mo re sensitiv e o rgans o f so ciety 
—the parts first awakened to 
co nscio u sness o f a situ atio n. 


WITH THE START and irri­ 
tatio n o f a ru d e and su d d en 
su mmo ns fro m sleep, so ciety re­ 
sents the d istu rbance o f its rest­ 
fu l u nco nscio u sness, and fo r a 
mo ment rack itself with hasty 
passio n.

$100,000. The third stone was a 
pu rplish “midnight sapphire,” 
abou t the same size as toe ru by 
and valu ed at $35,000. None of 
the gems was insu red.

the 
difficu lty of cu tting toe hu ge 
stones into smaller ones for 
easier sale. Bu t all agreed that 
the stones cou ld never be sold in 
their original size—u nless to an 
eccentric collector who wou ld 
k eep them hidden—and that 
cu tting them wou ld involve a 
great deal of waste.

X wou ld be nice if we cou ld 
qitckly say that there is no 
problem, bu t that wou ld be less 
thai honest. A Roman Catholic 
pritst, Father Albert Nev ins, 
pinpointed 
the problem last 
weak when he told of bewilder­ 
ed missionaries, men who had 
giv en of their y ears to help 


people in primitiv e areas, now 
being driv en by these 
people 
whom they had tried to help. 
Almost ov ernight, men who had 
been regarded as “children” 
are prime ministers and ambas­ 
sadors. Said the priest: 
“The 
old missionary was accu sed of 
paternalism, of cu ltu ral imper­ 
ialism, of su bserv ience to col­ 
onial 
powers, 
of deliberately 
helping to train an a r m y of 
clerks, bu t no leaders.” This is 
the generalization often u sed as 
su pporting ev idence for isola­ 
tionism. 
A LUTHERAN LEADER, Dr. 
Jam es Scherer, u nderscores the 
same predicament, 
indicating 
the inability of many foreign 
missionaries to giv e gu idance to 
control or to gu ide the mighty 


rev olu tionary forces u nleashed 
in the world. 
“In Asia and Africa the ex ­ 
istence of y ou nger chu rches rep­ 
resents only a partial, thou gh 
by no means inconsequ ential, 
effect of the preaching of the 
gospel. Often, these chu rches 
giv e the appearance of conser­ 
v ativ e institu tions wedded to the 
statu s qu o and clinging to cher­ 
ished secu rities . . . Hie king­ 
dom of God contracts to a nar­ 
row ecclesiastical world, its hor­ 
izon ex tending no farther than 
chu rch work.” 
A FEW SUCH VOICES 
and 
the isolationist seems to hav e 
won the day . Bu t is this 
the 
answer? That isn’t what these 
u ndersanding 
a n d perceptiv e 
leaders are say ing. They insist 
that the new world rev olu tion 
demands that we be as creativ e 
and dedicated as the gospel we 
preach.

New Tools Make Capping Teeth Simple 


When my son Mitchell was 
little, he pointed to a giant tree 
one day and said. “Gee dad! 
They can su re make a lot of 
toothpicks ou t of that one.” It’s 
gotten to be a family joke. 
The' slogan “ a clean 
tooth 
nev er decay s” 
g a v e 
tooth- 
pi c k s 
and 
tooth bru shes 
their modern 
day emphasis. 
It was the re­ 
su lt of 
t h e 
work of Dr. 
W. D. Miller, 
an early in­ 
v estigator 
of 
tooth 
decay . 
He discov ered that fermentation 
of food left on teeth produ ced 
lactic acid which broke down 
enamel, 
cau sing 
decay . 
As 
sou nd as this theory still is, in 
practice it hasn’t noticeably de­ 
creased the incidence of dental 
caries. May be we ju st don’t get 
teeth clean enou gh. 
Since the day s of ancient Eg­ 
y pt, attempts hav e been made 
to keep teeth clean to “ prev ent 
rotting.” Toothpicks thu s wre 
in u se thou sands of y ears be­ 
fore Miller’s “clean tooth” the­ 
ory . 
Many v arieties hav e been u s­ 
ed. Popu larity and ex pediency 
hav e produ ced tooth-picking by 
u se of fingernails and cardboard 
matchbox cov ers, an m e t a l s 
su ch as iron, bronze, silv er and 
gold — ev en porcu pine and v u l­ 
tu re qu ills. 


Lentisk tree. 
Ju st last week there was ad­ 
v ertised in a dental jou rnal a 
toothpick which was sharp at 
one end for poking between 
teeth, and blu nt at the other end 
for wiping arou nd necks of 
teeth. Sample plastic toothpicks 
shaped like pelicans were 
re­ 
cently distribu ted to dentists; 
ru bber points hav e been recom­ 


mended to* y ears. 


ARE TOOTHPICKS any good? 
Many dentists frown on their 
u se. And of cou rse they are not 
genteel. Bu t if u sed properly , a 
toothpick can be a serv iceable 
Instru ment. Many periodontists, 
who make a stu dy of that which 
su rrou nds t e e t h , recommend 
them t o cleaning food from 
areas that can’t be reached with 
ev en the most diligent bru sh­ 
ing.
